These acti- 
vitiou wore not initiated immediately after the first Rational Congress, 
because it was deemed advisable to postpone then until after the ale c- 
tions vile 1 were held in the Soviet Cone of Germany in October 1950.

3. On 3 November 1950, the Goviet Government handed the ambassadors of the USA, 
Great Britain end r ranee identical notes rocomom'ini a four-power conference 
on the problem of Germany. On 6 Uoveraber 195o,‘rlter Ulbriclit again enpha- 
sizccJ that the campaign would be accelerated in event Bonn re fusee to cooperate . 
Article^ h of the Prague Declaration was again on the agenda at the 6th meeting 
of the National Council, *t that rioting, numerous representatives from 
msstern Ssrr&ny predicted that action would be taken if the Bonn Government 
refused to participate in the all-Gcrnaa constituent council. Qf some sig- 
nificance is the fact that in western Germany, Heinrich Alberts (DPD), I'inistcr 
for Refugee Affairs, Lower Saxony, as well as Kirchcnpraesidcnt (Church Presi- 
dent), Uienoeller, commented favorably on the demand for an all-German con- 
stituent council,. At the same time, all parties and mass organizations in the 
Soviet Gone participated in the HF campaign with identical statements and acts. 
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ho Otto GrotewoMi s letter tc Dr. Adenauer of 1 December IS'5'0 was an 
additional step in the T3F campaign.. The letter suggested that the 
two parties name six representatives, each of which would work out an 
agreement on the establishment of an ^11-JCernan constituent councilo 
On 2 and 3 December 1930, a meeting of the BED Politb^o was held in 
Berlin to discuss the development of the L'F action,, Directives issued 
to NF representatives in 'western Germany outlined the following plan
